Hattie Ba.xter Here. 


WAS ALREADY MARRIED 


Ha d a Wife a nd Six Children Out 
West When He Led the Seda ­ 
lia Girl to the Alta r. 


Dav id T. C. Bird, the alleged 
wealthy ranchman and mine o wner 
fro m Xo rthpo rt, W ash., who m ar­ 
ried Miss Hattie Baxter in this city 
M ay 2d, Jast, is said to be a big­ 
amist, 
embezzler and 
wife 
de­ 
serter. 
Bird became acquainted with 
Miss Baxter thro ugh a matrimo ­ 
nial agency, and o n February 23, 
last, he o rdered the D ai l y D p: m o - 
CRAT sent to him at No rtlipo rt, 
W ash.,fo r a perio d o f three mo nths, 
a check fo r the amo unt o f the sub­ 
scriptio n acco mpanying the o rder. 
The paper was o rdered under the 
name o f Baird instead o f Bird, and 
the statement was made that he was 
making liis lieadquarters at X o rth ­ 
po rt, W ash., but was spending a 
go o d po rtio n o f his time at \"an- 
co uver, B. C., where he had large 
mining interests. 
The latter part o f April l>ird, o r 
Baird, came to Sedalia and sto pped 
at Sicher’s. 
lie was well supplied 
with mo ney and cut quite a dash. 
He called upo n Miss Baxter, who m 
he had never met befo re, and after 
.a brief co nference it was decided 
they sho uld be married ^Slay ist. 
A marriage license was o btained, 
but o n the day fixed fo r the cere­ 
mo ny ]Miss Baxter apparently re­ 
co nsidered and the nuptials were 
no t so lemnized. 
On the fo llo wing day. lio wever. 
Miss Baxter again changed her 
mind, and the ceremo ny was per­ 
fo rmed by Rev . J. B. Fuller, the 
co uple leaving fo r Kansas City o n 
the afterno o n train. They remained 
there two days, when ^Irs. Bird 
returned to Sedalia, her husband 
go ing west, o stensibly to lo o k after 
his mining interests. 
A few days later Mrs. Bird re­ 
ceived a remittance fro m her hus­ 
band, and sho rtly afterward lie re­ 
turned to Sedalia, but remained 
o nly a sho rt time, when he and his 
wife remo ved 
to Kansas City, 
where her mo ther and family fo l­ 
lo wed, and are 
no w 
keeping a 
bo arding ho use.
